Corsets (Manufacture and Supply) (No. 8) 
Directions 


The Board of Trade have issued the Corsets (Manufacture and 
Supply) (No. 8) Directions, 1944 (S. R. & O. 1944 No. 154, 
price 3d.) which come into force on 1st March and replace the 
Corsets (Manufacture and Supply) (No. 7) Directions (see Board 
of Trade Journal, 28th August, page 320). 

The following changes have been made :— 

(1) The quota provisions for non-utility corsets are extended 
for a further six months from Ist March 1944 and the rate of 
quota is unchanged, 

(2) These Directions make no provision for the manufacture 
of “interim utility ’’ corsets, suspender belts or brassieres from 
three-figure cloth. All existing licences for such production are 
automatically revoked. Manufacturers who wish to make up 
stocks of three-figure cloth should apply to the Board for special 
Directions. 

(3) Provisions regarding renovations and repairs, whether 
by registered or unregistered persons, have been modified. 
The position now is that all repair and renovation charges for 
utility and non-utility corsets, suspender belts and brassieres, 
apart from the first 10s, of the charge-for the renovation or 
repair of any corset, must be included in a manufacturer’s per- 
mitted limit, i.e. either his non-utility quota or his £100 per 
month. Unregistered persons who were not manufacturing 
Class C goods on Ist September 1941 are now permitted to repair 
and renovate up to a limit of £100 a month, but they may 
exclude from this limit the first 10s. of the charge for renovating 
or repairing a corset (but not a suspender belt or brassiere). 

(4) Manufacturers are required to apply the utility type 
number of a corset when they apply the utility mark. 

(5) The Schedule of Utility Corsets is reprinted with the follow- 
ing alterations :— 

(a) the size ranges for types 3, 3A, 4A and 5A, have been 
extended ; 

(b) cloth 9070 is included for type 6 and cloth 3071 (terry 
towelling) for lining nursing brassieres. Cloth 9030 may no 
longer be used for the body cloth of a corset over size 30 inches ; 

(c) the elastic and metal allowances for type 7B. have been 
increased ; 

(d) a maximum depth for suspender belts and a minimum 
depth for hook side wraprounds have been laid down. Types 13 
and 14 are required to have a front fastening or adjustment 
suitable for nursing purposes. 

(6) Where a person has commenced under the Corsets (Manu- 
facture and Supply) (No. 7) Directions, production of any corset 
the manufacture of which is not permitted under these new 
Directions, he is allowed until 24th March 1944 to complete the 
manufacture of that corset and until 23rd April 1944 to supply it. 


Utility Apparel 
OVERALLS 


The Board of Trade have issued the Utility Apparel (Overalls) 
(No. 3) Directions 1944 (S. R. & O. 1944 No. 157, price 3d.) which 
prices for utility overalls made to comply with the Re- 

lated Specification No. 1 to the Civilian Clothing (Restrictions) 
-Order, 1944,* Women’s button-front overalls, milking smocks and 
aprons with pointed bibs are included for the first time in the 
utility range. Adjustments have been made to ceiling prices of 
other types to allow for certain minor alterations in the ifica- 
tion, Prices for women’s domestic and light industrial overalls 
are given in Section I of Part I of the Schedule, while prices for 


_No. 3015 and ceiling prices for these garments are fixed. 


men’s and women’s industrial overalls are in Section II of 
Part I. It should be noted that the ceiling prices in Section II 
of Part I of the Schedule for women’s wrapover and button- 
front overalls are for short-sleeved garments and that these may 
be increased by 6d. per garment for long-sleeved overalls of these 
types. The ceiling prices specified in either section of the 
Schedule may be exceeded by 25 per cent. for any overalls 
marked ‘‘ special.” 

Women’s button-front and wrapover overalls appear in both 
sections of the price schedule, under Section I as light overalls 
when they are made of cloths weighing 7 oz. or less per square 
yard and under Section II as heavy overalls when made of the 
heavier industrial overall cloths. These directions come into 
force on Ist March, 


WOMEN’S AND MAIDS’ UNDERWEAR 
AND NIGHTWEAR 


The Board of Trade have issued the Utility Apparel (Women’s 
and Maids’ Underwear and Nightwear (No, 3) Directions, 1944 
(8S. R. & O. 1944 No. 158, price 2d.) which consolidate (with 
amendments) previous Orders relating to the manufactwe of 
these garments and fix ceiling prices for women’s and maids’ 
underwear and nightwear made up from woven and knitted 
rayon cloths. Ceiling prices for certain garments have been 
adjusted to allow for changes included in the Related Specifica- 
tion No. 2 of the Civilian Clothing (Restrictions) Order, 1944.* 
The manufacturer’s profit margin over his costs of production 
and sale remains at 4 per cent. except for garments made up 
from rayon locknit or circular knitted fabric by the manufacturer 
of the fabric, The profit margin for the latter now agrees with 
that fixed in the Knitted Goods (Manufacture and Supply 
(No. 6) Directions, 1943 (see Board of Trade Journal, 13th 
November 1943, page 426). Provision is made in these Directions 
for nightdresses and pyjamas to be made from utility cloth 
These 
Directions come into force on Ist March. 


Men’s Austerity Garments 
COUPONS 


As already announced, the Board of Trade will be prepared 
to consider claims from traders for the issue of coupons in respect 
of men’s austerity garments which were held in stock on 31st 
January 1944, and were down-pointed after that date. Forms 
of application with instructions as to procedure will be distributed 
through Trade Associations. The completed forms should be 
returned to the Associations, who have undertaken to scrutinise 
and collate the applications and forward them to the Board. 
It will take some time to print the forms, but in the meantime 
traders are advised to prepare an inventory of men’s austerity 
garments (including youths’ garments pointed at men’s rates) 
held in stock as at 3lst January 1944, as under: Group I; Three- 
piece suits (jacket, lined (except saddle lined), waistcoat and 
unlined trousers); two-piece suits (jacket, lined (exeept saddle 
lined) and unlined trousers); jackets, including blazers, lined 
(except saddle lined) (separate); waistcoats (separate); and 
trousers, unlined (separate): Group II ; waistcoats, 

Claims will be considered only in respect of garments com- 
plying in all respects with the complete austerity specification

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as set out in the General Licence dated 27th January 1944, 
8. R. & O. 1944 No. 90 (price Id.). Unfinished garments may be 
included, provided that they have not subsequently been finished 
(and will not be finished) otherwise than in accordanes with the 
complete austerity specification. 

A list of Trade Associations which have agreed to co-operate 
by distributing forms of application and receiving and for- 
warding the completed applications will be published. at an 
early date. 


Handkerchiefs 


Traders are reminded that, except when a local Purchase 
Order is produced, the only rationed goods which they may 
supply to soldiers and airmen without coupons and against a 
Commanding Officer’s chit, are handkerchiefs. 


Merchant Navy Rationing 


WOOLLEN JERSEYS 


The attention of traders is called to the fact that on the page 
of special coupons for comforts in the Merchant Navy Clothing 
Book (MN1) the Visiting Seaman’s Clothing Book (VS1) and the 
Visiting Seaman’s Clothing Sheet (VSS/1) the coupon value of a 
seaman’s jersey is stated to be 8 coupons. Since these documents 
were printed, all men’s woollen jerseys of whatever weight have 
been pointed at 6 coupons and traders should therefore disregard 
this statement in these Clothing Books. 


Sheets, Dust Sheets, Blankets and 
Dusters, Etc. 


The Board of Trade have issued the Miscellaneous Textiles 


(Manufacture and Supply) (No. 2) Directions, 1944 (S. R. & O. 


1944 No. 160, price 1d,) which take effect from 24th February 
1944. They amend the Miscellaneous Textiles (Manufacture 
and Supply) Directions, 1942 (see Board of Trade Journal, 20th 
June 1942, page 298). 

To the items in the Second Schedule to these Directions 
(which is a list of articles in the manufacture of which the use of 
goods regulated under the Apparel and Textiles Order, 1942— 
see Board of Trade Journal, 30th May 1942, page 271—is pro- 
hibited), the following are added: (1) sheets unless exceeding 
54 inches in width made from a single width of cloth, loom 
state, white or a single colour, and weighing more than five 
ounces per square yard ; (2) dust sheets ; (3) blankets, not com- 
prising more than 15 per cent. by weight of wool, other than 
blankets made from a single width of cloth, loom state, white or 
a single colour and weighing more than six ounces per square 
yard * ; and (4) dusters, cleaning cloths, floor cloths or polishers, 
in any case exceeding 6 square feet in area. 

The prohibition on the supply of these items by the manufac- 
turer is continued. Controlled goods or goods which are made 
wholly or partly from controlled gocds may not be used in the 
manufacture of the items specified in the Second Schedule. The 
Directions do not prohibit the manufacture and supply of utility 
goods. 


Utility Furniture 
The Board of Trade have recently appointed Mr. W. H. 
Halliday to be Deputy Controller of Utility Furniture Produc- 
tion. He will assist the Controller, Mr. A. F. Thompson, who 
took up his appointment in September 1943. Mr. Halliday was 


formerly Utility Furniture Production Officer for the Northern 
and North-Eastern areas.

ADDITIONS TO “ BLACK LIST ” 


The Board of Trade have made the Trading with the Enemy 
(Specified Persons) (Amendment) (No. 2) Order, 1944 (S. R. & 0. 
1944, No. 138, price 3d.) which came into force on 21st February, 
containing changes in the “ Black List ” of traders abroad with 
whom it is unlawful to have dealings of any kind. Persons 
owing moneys to, or holding or managing the property of 
specified persons are reminded that they are under statutory 
obligation to report particulars to the Custodians of Enemy 
Property. 


Woodworking Industry 


1. The Minister of Supply has announced that the Director 
of Woodworking has drawn up a scheme to ensure that sufficient 
capacity is conserved in the Woodworking industry to meet the 
requirements of the Supply Ministries and other Government 
Departments and for essential civilian needs (e.g., food packag- 
ing) and that these requirements are met with the greatest 
economy of labour, plant and premises. 

2. To achieve this the Director is preparing a list of firms 
which will be recommended for the placing of Government 
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contracts aad important sub-contracts and for essential civilian 
needs. The Director, in consultation with the Government 
Departments directly or indirectly concerned, will arrange, as 
far as possible, for the provision of suitable safeguards for the 
labour, plant and premises of these firms. 

3. There will be no objection to firms not on the list accepting 
Government sub-contracts which they cannot undertake with 
the means at their disposal; but contractors wishing to place 
sub-contracts with such firms should realise that there can be 
no guarantee that the labour, plant or premises of firms not on 
the list will not be diverted to other essential purposes. The 
Director will not be able to support appeals from firms not on 
the list for the retention of their labour, plant or premises if they 
are required for other essential purposes. 

4. The list of approved firms will not be published ; but any 
firm can discover whether it is on the list by asking the Director 
of Woodworking, Portland House, Tothill Street, Westminster, 
London, S.W.1. 

5. Any main contractor who wishes to place a sub-contract 
with a particular woodworking firm can similarly ascertain 
from the Director whether that firm is on the list. 

6. The foregoing arrangements will not apply to the following 
classes of undertakings, for which other arrangements are in 
existence :— 

(a) Firms designated by the Board of Trade for the manufac- 
ture of utility furniture. 

(6) Shops producing woodwork ancillary to the main pro- 
duction of the firm (e.g. in the case of shipbuilders, builders and 
contractors, engineering firms, etc.). 

(c) Sawmills engaged wholly in the production of the raw 
material. 

7. The scheme will take effect on Ist April 1944, and enquiries 
of the Directorate should not be made before that date.

British Standard Specifications 


CLOSETS FOR USE IN AIR RAID SHELTERS 


This revised British Standard BS/ARP 43, which has just been 
published, forms one of a series issued by the British Standards 
Institution on behalf of the Ministry of Home Security. 

It was first issued in April 1940 in order to provide for a simple 
and inexpensive closet and at that time a timber seat was 
specified. Owing to restrictions in the supply of timber, how- 
ever, the revision was undertaken to provide for plastic seats. 
The standard now includes for two capacities of container, 
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namely 54 gallons and 4 gallons, whilst a series of drawings set 
out the requirements for the containers together. with methods 
of attaching the seat and lid.

BUTT-WELDED BLANKS FOR CUTTING TOOLS 


Butt-welded blanks have been used in the tool manufacturing 
industry for many years and experience has shown that tools 
produced from such blanks are equal in performance to those 
produced from high speed steel, provided cértain precautions 
are taken in the design, and that an appropriate method of heat 
treatment is used. 

The necessity for conserving high speed steel has led the 
Ministry of Supply to co-operate with the tool manufacturers 
and the British Standards Institution in the preparation of a 
war emergency British Standard which has recently been issued 
and which establishes the dimensions of such blanks, comprising 
a high speed steel portion butt welded to a medium carbon steel 
shank, for the manufacture of shank type cutting tools such as 
lathe and planer tools, twist drills, reamers, milling cutters and 
machine nut taps. 

This British Standard gives the general overall dimensions of 
the blanks and the length of high speed steel, the dimensions 
standardised being suitably related to the British Standards 
for milling cutters, reamers, drills and screwing taps. For 
convenience in ordering each blank is given a reference number. 

The standard describes a recommended heat treatment and 
also includes an appendix giving the weight of high speed steel 
for each size of blank.

DRY GELATINE GLUE 


The revision of this specification (B.S. 5 V. 11) has been pre- 
pared in order to adopt the method of testing using Beech Test 
Slips, which has been developed for testing Casein Glue. 

Apart, therefore, from the necessary modifications to the figure 
for tensile strength which has been adapted to meet the new 
method of test, the requirements of the specification have not 
been altered. 

The description of the method of testing, including the require- 
ments for the Test Slips all follow along the lines of the Casein 
Glue Specification.

TESTING OF LACQUERS FOR THE INTERNAL COATING 
OF THERMALLY PROCESSED FOOD CANS 


The British Standards Institution has recently published a 
new British Standard for the Testing of Lacquers for the Internal 
Coating of Thermally Processed Food Cans, B.S. 1149 ; 1944, 

The present shortage of tin in the allied countries has necessi- 
tated greatly increased use in the process for can industry of 
what are therein known as phenolic meat lacquers. These are 
lacquers whose dried films consist substantially of resins formed 
by the condensation of formaldehyde with phenolic compounds. 

Before the war, this type of lacquer was used to a relatively 
small extent on cans for a limited number of meat products. 
For two reasons, however, the present necessity for economy of 
tin has created a greatly increased demand for it. 

Firstly, the decision to use untinned blackplate for the ends of 
cans for all non-acid processed foods for home consumption 
called for a lacquer for both internal and external use with 
much greater resistance to processing in steam and fat than had 
been necessary when tinplate was used. It has been found that 
only the phenolic meat lacquers possess the required properties. 

Secondly, the use of the high melting silver-lead alloys in 
place of the tin-bearing soft solders for soldering the side seams 
of open-top food cans caused scorching of eleo-resinous lacquer 
on the inside of these cans, and again the phenolic meat lacquer 
was the only one found to have the complete resistance to 
scorching at high temperatures. 

The routine methods for the testing of phenolic meat lacquers 
by can makers are set out in Part One of this specification. These 
methods are those employed in the Research Department of the 
Metal Box Co. Ltd. This system of tests normally requires 
many months for its completion, and in fact consists in the last 
analysis of using the lacquer under test for coating cans that are 
to be subjected for prolonged periods to the actual conditions of 
storage and shelf life. 

Canned foods purchased by Government Departments are 
usually required to be accompanied by a two years’ warranty, 
and it is with a view to the necessity of being able to give this 
guarantee that such a prolonged testing procedure is employed 
before any change in materials is adopted. 
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The possibility of any sudden changes in the raw. material 
situation makes it essential that some means should be devised 
of determining in a much shorter time whether a new lacquer can 
reasonably be expected to give satisfactory performance. 

In order, therefore, to expedite the testing of new formulations, 
the simple series of tests described in Part Two have been drawn 
up to enable lacquer makers, and others who have no can-making 
equipment, to carry out rough preliminary sorting tests for 
themselves. Only lacquers which pass all the tests in Part Two 
should be sent to can makers for a subjection to those in Part One.

In consequence of an order issued by the Allied Commander-in- 
Chief, Mediterranean Theatre, the service, until further notice, 
will be restricted to unregistered letters not exceeding 2 ounces in 
weight, and postcards, of a purely personal nature. No business, 
commercial, or financial correspondence will be allowed. 

The rates of postage are the normal foreign rates, viz. : 
Letters, 3A. for the first oz. and 14d. for each additional oz. and 
Postcards, 2d. 

For the present no Air Mail, Money Order, or Parcel Post 
facilities are available. 

It is desirable that the name of the province should be shown 
in the address. 


WHERE TO PLACE STAMPS AND ADDRESS 
ON CORRESPONDENCE 


The Postmaster-General wishes to remind the public that 
stamps should be placed at the top right-hand corner of the 
envelopes and that the address should be written on the right- 
hand side. The reason for this is that letters are sorted by 
holding the left-hand side, and are put into the date-stamping 
machine so that the right-hand corner of the cover gets the 
cancellation mark, Any departure from this method of stamping 
and addressing correspondence slows down the rate of sorting. 

Well-intentioned people have suggested in the interests of 
paper economy addressing letters on the left-hand side and 
placing stamps in the left-hand corner. Such suggestion if 
carried out would involve hand stamping, which is a slow, costly 
and laborious method. 


POSTAL SERVICE TO CORSICA 


The Postmaster-General announces that the postal service to 
Corsica is no longer restricted to correspondence of a private 
nature; and further that, subject to the Censorship Permit 
restrictions, printed papers, commercial papers and newspapers 
may now also be sent to Corsica.

REPLACEMENT LICENCES FOR GOODS 
LOST EN ROUTE 


H.M. Trade Commissioner at Calcutta has forwarded a copy 
af Notice No. 316 I.T.C. dated 22nd November 1943, issued. by 
the Foreign Trade Controller, which informs holders of licences 
for import of goods falling under Parts II to V of the Import 
Trade Control Schedule that in cases where the goods covered 
by such licences have been shipped but lost en route to India, 
replacement consignments can be imported against the original 
licence, provided such consignments are shipped within the 
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period of its validity. Applications for extension of period of 
validity of such licences will be considered on merits. 

If the lost goods were shipped from the United Kingdom steps 
will be taken, on receipt of information by the licensing authority 
of the details of the loss and particulars of the licence, to advise 
the authorities in the exporting country that the licence is still 
valid, so that they may give assistance again in regard to ship- 
ment of the replacement consignment.

Nigeria 
IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of Government 
Notice No. 1457, dated 14th December 1943, published in the 
“ Nigeria Gazette” of 16th December 1943, which provides for 
the Amendment of Open General Licence No. 12. This Open 
General Licence was made originally to regulate the entry of : 

(a) All articles made of cotton, including singlets and made-up 
garments of a similar type made from cotton singlet material 
accepted as such in his discretion by the Comptroller of Customs 
and Excise, but otherwise excluding all other wearing apparel, 
and 

(b) All articles, other than wearing apparel, made of linen or of 
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The revised Open General Licence is reproduced below. 


OPEN GENERAL LICENCE NO. 12— 


Subject to the Defence (Control of Imports) Regulations, 
1939, and all other provisions of law whereby the importation 
of goods is regulated and to the conditions and limitations set out 
in paragraphs 2 and 3 of this licence, a General Licence is 
hereby granted for the importation from any part of the British 
Empire having a currency based on sterling of the following 

oods :— 
: All articles made of cotton, excluding wearing apparel. 

2. This licence is granted subject to the following conditions :— 

(a) that the goods are not imported by air ; 

(b) that the importer produces at the time of importation a 
certificate of origin in respect of the goods in the form required 
in Sierra Leone for the entry of goods under the British Pre- 
ferential Tariff or in such other form as the Comptroller of 
Customs and Excise may from time to time approve ; 

(c) that it may be modified, altered or amended at any time 
by notice published in the ‘“‘ Gazette” by the Controller of 
Imports. 

3. For the purpose of this licence— 

(a) the terms “ cotton,” “linen” and “ artificial silk ’’ when 
applied to articles mean articles containing fifty per centum or 
more by weight of cotton or of linen or of artificial silk, or of 
cotton, linen and artificial silk or any two of them combined ; 

(b) the term “ articles ” includes piece-goods as defined in the 
Customs Tariff Ordinance, 1941 ; 

(c) the term “ artificial silk” includes synthetic fibre. 

4. Open General Licence No. 11, which was published as 
Government Notice No. 1083 in the ‘“‘ Gazette” dated 24th 
September 1942, is hereby revoked (see Board of Trade Journal 
28th November 1942, page 516). 

Open General Licence No. 13 (not published in Board of Trade 
Journal) has been cancelled by Government Notice No. 1458 of 
14th December 1943. 

A notice to importers published under Government Notice 
No. 1456 states that Open General Licences Nos. 12 and 13 
were issued for technical reasons connected with the United 
Kingdom export licensing procedure which no longer apply. 

The following goods formerly included in Open General 
Licences Nos. 12 and 13 will, therefore, from 14th December 
1943 be covered by a new form of licence designated a ‘‘ Quota ” 
Licence. 

(a) Leather footwear. 

(b) Tyres and tubes. 

(c) Bicycles and parts (other than ball bearings). 

(d) Machets. 

(e) Woollen and worsted yarns. 

Quota licences will be issued to established importers of these 
goods and will cover imports from the United Kingdom only and 


will place no limit on the quantity or value of the goods covered ° 


by the licence which the holder is permitted to import. Their 
object is to ensure that trade in the goods in question is con‘ined 
to firms previously engaged therein. 

The importation of the remaining goods, i.e., goods removed 
from Open General Licence and not subject to Quota Licence, 
provided they do not fall under the following provision, will be 
governed by specific licence. 

Goods which the Comptroller of Customs and Excise is satisfied 
are subsequently imported in pursuance of a contract made on 
or before the issue of Government Notices Nos. 1457 and 1458 
on 14th December 1943 will be admitted.

Brazil 


RUBBER AGREEMENT 
WITH THE UNITED STATES 


According to an official report, the Brazil-United States 
Rubber Agreement provides for production by Brazil of the 
following quantities of rubber during the four-year period 
1943-46 :—30,000 tons of an estimated value of U.S. $22,987,000 
in 1943; 40,000 tons value U.S, $29,428,000 in 1944; 50,000 
tons value U.S. $37,478,000 in 1945; and 60,000 tons value U.S. 
$45,974,000 in 1946. The above values were calculated on a 
basic purchase price of 24 cents. per Ib. estimated in 1942, since 
When the basic price has been revised upwards. Figures of 
Brazilian rubber production, consumption and export for each 
year of the years 1938, 1941 and 1942 were respectively as 
follows ‘production, 16,438 tons, 19,408 tons and 21,697 tons ; 
internal consumption, 4,374 tons, 8,674 tons and 9,597 tons; 
exports, 12,064 tons, 10,734 tons and 12,100 tons. The local 
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press reports that rubber production in the State of Matto Grosso 
next season is expected to reach 10,000 tons, also that a volume 
of 250 tons of Amazon rubber was transported by air to the 
United States during the first half of 1943. Entries of rubber 
into Manéos during the first nine months of 1943 showed an 
inerease of 26 per cent. in the corresponding movement for 
1942. 


COTTON PRODUCTION 


The production of cotton in seed during the 1942-43 crop year 
is estimated at 1,136,000 tons (compared with 763,000 tons in 
the 1937-38 season) valued at Cr. $1,940 million (Cr. $678 
million). The 1942-43 cotton crop is of very good quality, 
classification up to 30th November 1943 showing that the per- 
centage of type 5 (basic) and higher, at 85-95 per cent. is the 
best ever recorded and compares with only 36-28 per cent. in 
1941-42. 

With regard to the 1944 crop, although the quality of seed 
planted to cotton in the State of Sao Paulo has been limited to 
that sown for the 1943 crop, it is stated that, owing to favourable 
weather conditions during the planting season, the 1944 crop 
might out-turn at 500,000 tons of raw cotton, or say 120,000 
tons more than the 1941 record crop. Visible stocks in this 
State at present are in the neighbourhood of 430,000 tons, of 
which, however, only 220,000 tons remain to be sold. Nevertheless, 
this is a large carry-over, and, should the 1944 crop result at 
anything like the estimate given above, the quantity of raw 
cotton available this year would be the equivalent of two normal 
crops. 


British India 
CROP CONDITIONS AND WHOLESALE PRICES 


The Department of Commercial Intelligence and Statistics, 
Calcutta, reports as follows on the crops in India for the week 
ended on the dates given :— 

Madras, 29th January. The sowing of paddy and dry crops is 
proceeding. Crops are fair except in the Deccan, owing to pests. 

Orissa, 7th February. The harvesting and threshing of 
saradh paddy and sugarcane are proceeding. Wheat and paddy 
are thriving. 

Punjab, 7th February. Crops are unchanged. 

Assam, 14th February. Crop prospects are fair. 

Central Provinces, 4th February. Rabi is fair except in 
Nagpur and Akola. The picking of cotton and the threshing 
of paddy are being completed. 

Bengal, 9th February. The harvesting of sugarcane is pro- 
gressing. Crop prospects are fair. 


SUGARCANE CROP (FINAL ESTIMATE) 


The final all-India estimate of the area covered by the 1943/44 
sugarcane crop is 4,113,000 acres, an increase of 14 per cent. on 
last year’s revised figure of 3,600,000 acres. The yield is esti- 
mated at 5,696,000 tons, an increase of 12 per cent. on last 
year’s revised figure of 5,076,000 tons. The condition of the crop 
is reported to be good on the whole. 


WHOLESALE PRICE INDEX 


The wholesale price index for January is 297, compared with 
301 for December. 


Canada 


QUEBEC WATER POWER 


The industries of the Province of Quebec are essentially large 
consumers of power and more than 56 per cent. of Canada’s 
developed water power is installed in that Province. 

Canadian production of aluminium, now six times greater than 
the 1939 production, greater than 1939 world production and 
comprising 40 per cent. of the total requirement of the United 
Nations, is entirely produced in the Province of Quebec. Here, 
bauxite brought from British Guiana and cryolite imported from 
Greenland are reduced to metallic aluminum by a process 
requiring great amounts of power. 

The addition of 10 units of 85,000 h.p. each (two of which 
were transferred from its lower head plant at Chute 4 Caron) 
brought its installation to 1,020,000 h.p., a figure which is 
expected to prove considerably larger on final test. The 
installation of this plant is almost double that of the next 
largest Canadian development, and, in conjunction with the 
other Saguenay River development of the company and its 
associated company, Saguenay Power Company, it will provide 
power for the immense aluminium plant at Arvida, the largest 
in the world. 

Additional power for the Shawinigan Water and Power 
Company’s system has been provided by the installation of two 
new units on the St. Maurice River. One of these, 40,000 h.p., 
increases the capacity of the Rapide Blane generating station 
from 160,000 h.p. to 200,000 h.p.; the second 44,500 h.p 
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increase that of the La Tuque station from 178,000 h.p. to 
220,500 h.p. The company also constructed a 60,000 volt line 
from St. Vincent de Paul to connect its transmission system with 
the generating station of the Montreal Island Power Company 
on Prairies River. 

The Quebec Streams Commission maintained successfully the 
desired regulation of flow on controlled rivers through its 
extensive system of storage reservoirs in various parts of the 
Province. The Commission now controls 21 reservoirs on the 
St. Maurice, St. Frances, Gatineau, North, Ste. Anne-de-Beaupre, 
Metis and Lievre rivers and on Lake Kenogami surveys of the 
storage possibilities of Lake Dozois, adjacent to Grand Lake 
Victoria were continued and preliminary surveys of the Carillon 
power site on the Ottawa River were undertaken. Dams were 
erected on small lakes in the North River drainage for storage 


purposes. 


Irish Free State 


FISHING INDUSTRY 
According to the Department of Agriculture (Fisheries 
Branch), Dublin, the total value of sea fish returned as landed 
on the coasts of the Irish Free State in January last was 
£26,846 as compared with £25,858 in January 1943. Of these 
totals shell fish accounted for £6,284 and £5,020 respectively. 


South Africa 


TRADE CONDITIONS 
The General Managers of the Standard Bank of South Africa 
supply the following information on trade conditions in the 
Union of South Africa :— 
General business conditions continue to reflect the after- 


Christmas quietness. Turnovers day by day in general lines are. 


very steady, but in more casual requirements, shopping dis- 
crimination is still marked, and it is reported from some centres 
that although supplies are available, storekeepers are hesitating 
to purchase unless the quality and prices are relatively reason- 
able. Goods arriving in small quantity from Britain and America 
are in very keen demand. Factory employment is being well 
maintained. 


GOLD OUTPUT AND RAILWAY EARNINGS 


The Transvaal gold output for January, 1944 (twenty-six 
working days) was 1,029,398 fine ounces with a value, including 
the premium on the basis of £8 8s. a fine ounce, of £8,646,943, 
compared with 1,074,754 fine ounces with a value, on the same 
basis of £9,027,933 for January 1943 (also twenty-six working 
days). The average daily output for January 1944 compared 
with the previous month fell 672 fine ounces to 39,592. 

Railway earnings from 9th January to 5th February amounted 
to about £3,572,325 compared with £3,377,569 for the corre- 
sponding period of 1943. 

Farming conditions in the Northern areas have been adversely 
affected by serious floods, which have caused considerable 
damage to property and crops. Good rains are reported in south- 
west Africa and farming prospects are now considered very 
favourable. Farming implements are in better supply and are 
selling very readily. The maize market is steady. Early fore- 
casts of the new crop were in the neighbourhood of 20 million 
bags, but latest estimates indicate that the yield may be more 
than 2 million bags less. The wheat crop for 1943-44 should 
be about 6 million bags, which also represents the approximate 
consumption figure. 


WOOL, HIDES, ETO. 


The wool markets at Port Elizabeth and Cape Town have been 
seasonally quieter. However, offerings at Port Elizabeth in 
recent weeks were larger than during the same period of 1943 
and some Orange Free State wools are now coming forward. 
Appraisements at Durban and East London are in full swing 
and all market arrivals are being cleared. Wools are generally 
in good condition and well classed, and full values are often 
recorded. Stocks of mohair are small; the market is quiet and 
is expected to remain so until the arrival of the new summer 
season’s hair, about April next. 

Hides are firm at maximum controlled prices. Sheepskins 
have been in steady demand and prices, although fluctuating 
slightly, are somewhat firmer than at the close of 1943. Shear- 
lings are meeting better enquiry and gloving skins are higher. 
Goat-skins and angoras are easier. 

Ostrich feathers are firm. 

Deciduous fruits, such as peaches, nectarines and grapes are 
meeting with good demand. Maximum retail prices have been 
fixed for grapes and, as in the previous season, arrangements 
have been made whereby grapes, pears and apples are made 
available to the low-income group of consumers. Large quanti- 
ties of fruit are being taken by drying yards, canning factories 
and dehydrators. 
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Publications Received 

Hydro-Electric Progress in Canada during 1943 (Bulletin No. 
2121). 

The Dominion Water and Power Bureau, Surveys and Engi- 
neering Branch, Department of Mines and Resources, Ottawa, 
has issued its annual review of current hydro-electric progress in 
Canada as Bulletin No. 2121, dated 3lst December 1943. The 
Bulletin emphasises the successful efforts of the Canadian hydro. 
electric industry to meet the tremendous demands for power for 
wartime industry. 

New installations during the year totalling 1,002,273 h.p. 
created an all-time record and brought Canada’s total hydraulic 
development, after certain adjustments, to 10,034,513 h.p. 
The construction of new transmission lines ; the interconnection 
of existing systems; the diversion to primary use of all possible 
secondary power ; the continuance of daylight saving throughout 
the winter months and the diversion of power from certain non- 
essential to essential uses also contributed to meeting the war- 
time power demands. 

The monthly figures of output of central electric stations 
issued by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics indicate that a new 
record for the generation of electricity of more than 40 billions 
of kilowatt-hours during the year will be made.
